MARKET SUMMARY, FIRST QUARTER, 1984

Stumpage prices paid for pine sawtimber during the first quarter
of 1984 averaged $177.69 per thousand board feet. This price
represents an increase of 5 percent from the previous quarter and
is 19 percent higher than the state average of a year ago. Prices
paid for hardwoods during the first quarter of 1984 averaged
$59.86 and is 9 percent lower than the fourth quarter of 1983 and
14 percent lower than a year ago.

Pulpwood stumpage prices average $18.40 for pine and $4.00 for
hardwoods respectively.

Pulp Chips averaged $23.06 per ton for pine and $13.33 for hard-
woods F.0.B. Sawmill.
